Sophomore  class  sponsors  its  annual  Loan 
Fund  Ball,  Saturday  evening.  Purpose  is  to  in- 
crease the  loan  fund,  which  was  established  in 
the  1920’s  in  order  to  aid  students  who  might 
otherwise  have  to  leave  school  due  to  financial 
distress. 

Since  its  inception  the  loan  fund  has  grown 
in  scope  and  influence.

Terms  of  these  loans  generally  call 
for  re-payment  in  three  months  with  a low  rate 
of  simple  interest. 

Issuance  of  loans  is  made  for  debts  incurred 
by  tuitions  fees,  books  and  living  expenses.

Chemists  Study 
Rare  Meta! 

For  New  Uses

Rhenium,  a metal  so  rare  that 
only  one  millionth  of  a pound  of 
the  metal  can  be  obtained  from 
a pound  of  ore,  is  the  center  of 
an  important  research  project  at 
Brigham  Young  University.  One 
of  the  first  major  research  pro- 
jects on  Rhenium,  ever  attempt- 
ed anywhere,  the  work  is  being 
carried  on  by  Dr.  H.  Smith 
Broadbent  of  the  chemistry  de- 
partment, with  the  assistance  of 
two  graduate  students. 

Catalytic  properties  of  the  met- 
al are  receiving  special  emphasis 
by  the  researchers.  A catalyst,  in 
general,  speeds  the  rates  at 
which  a chemical  reaction  oc- 
curs, finding  many  important  ap- 
plications in  industry.  One  of  the 
more  useful  catalysts  has  been 
platinum.  Rhenium  is  very  simi- 
lar to  platinum,  so  it  only  seemed 
natural  to  try  rhenium  as  a cata- 
lyst.

A superior  sulfite  catalyst  was 
produced.  This  result  and  other 
results  of  three  years  of  research 
here,  were  published  in  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Chemi- 
cal Society.  As  a result,  the  chem- 
istry department  has  received 
notices  indicating  wide  interests 
from  all  over  the  world. 

Rhenium  has  proved  to  be 
especially  effective  as  a contact 
catalyst  in  the  process  of  hydro- 
genation. An  instance  of  hydro- 
genation is  the  combining  of 
Vegetable  oils  into  margarine. 
Another  rhenium  catalyst  en- 
ables reactions  involving  organic 
substances  to  take  place  at  mild- 
er conditions.  This  means,  for  in- 
stance, that  common  household 
detergents  can  now  be  made  at 
lower  temperatures  and  pres- 
sures.

In  New  Record  Productions

It  has  been  said  a musician  is  one  who,  when  ,he  hears  a lady 
singing  in  her  bath,  puts  his  ear  to  the  keyhole. 

But  whether  you  are  a musician  or  not,  the  Chordettes’  fine 


recording  to  Mister  Sandman  is 
toe  and  whistling  the  catchy  mel- 
ody. This  tune  rates  a second 
plug  because  it’s  beginning  of  a 
revival  of  rhythm  tune  that  was 
popular  years  ago. 

Four  Aces  also  have  recorded 
this  number,  giving  it  ‘the  same 
bouncy  treatment  they  have  giv- 
en so  many  of  their  hits. 

Ames  Brothers  have  come  up 
with  a novelty  tune  done  with  a 
Latin  tempo.  It’s  one  your’re  go- 
ing to  like.  This  one  is  called 
The  Naughty  Lady  of  Shady 
Lane.  Harmony  is  good  and  clev- 
er lyrics  lead  to  a surprise  end- 
ing. Flip  side  of  this  disc  also 
has  a Latin  rhythm,  but  more  on 
the  smooth  and  quiet  side.  You’ll 
like  this  too — it’s  called  Addio. 

David  Carroll  Orchestra,  which 
has  done  a lot  of  unrecognized 
backing  for  recording  artists 
such  as  the  Crewcuts,  has  a mod- 
ern instrumental  version  of  In 
A Little  Sanish  Town.  This  one 
probably  won’t  be  too  big,  but* 
it’s  good. 

Time  Waits  For  No  One,  from 
the  old  movie  “Shine  On  Harvest 
Moon,”  has  been  revived  by  the 
Hilltoppers,  featuring  Johnny 
Sacca  who  does  all  the  singing. 
The  other  three  Hilltoppers  are 
in  the  background  as  usual  with 
their  moaning  and  groaning,  but 
sounding  just  as  great  as  ever. 

I like  the  flip  side  even  better  on 
this  one.  It’s  called  You  Try 
Somebody  Else.  The  Hilltoppers 
step  up  the  tempo  just  a little 
here  and,  believe  it  or  not,  there 
a few  places  on  this  one  where 
all  four  sing.

For  many  of  you  this  will 
mark  the  last  time  that  your  efforts  will  be  cheered  in  Y stadium, 
a landmark  that  will  undoubtedly  exist  in  your  hearts  for  the  rest 
of  your  lives.  For  others,  it  will  mean  the  end  of  another  three 
months’  effort  to  bring  glory  to  the  institution  you  represent,  as  well 
as  taking  part  in  one  of  the  finest  competitive  sports  that  exist. 

Saturday  you  are  also  engaging  a rival  that  has  been  fairly 
successful  by  won  and.  lost  standards.  Wyoming  is  currently  tied 
with  Denver  for  first  place  in  the  Skyline  Conference,  while 
you  fellows  have  not  had  such  an  easy  time  of  it.

Unfortunate  Brighams  to  Make  Last  Home  Stand 
Saturday  Against  Wyoming  Single-wingers 


Wyoming’s  Cowboys,  deadlocked  with  the 
Denver  Pioneers  for  the  Skyline  Conference 
lead,  move  into  Cougarville  Saturday  to 
complete  their  conference  schedule  against 
Brigham  Young.  Kickoff  is  1:30  p.m.  The 
Cowboys  are  looking  for  a win  over  the 
Cats  to  complete  their  best  conference  foot- 
ball season  since  1950,  when  they  were  un- 
beaten. Phil  Dickens  coaches  the  Pokes. 

The  Pokes  made  a big  step  to  becoming 
conference  champs  when  they  battled  past 
Utah  State,  1-12,  at  Logan  last  Saturday. 
They  need  a victory  Saturday  to  keep  up 
with  the  surprise  Pioneers.  Denver  could  win 
the  title  outright  with  a pair  of  victories 
over  Utah  State,  Saturday,  and  Colorado 
A&M,  Thanksgiving,  but  a Denver  misfor- 
tune will  seat  the  Cowboys  on  the  throne. 

Since  Wyoming  will  be  the  first  single- 
wing team  BYU  fans  have  seen  this  season, 
the  blocking  back  is  the  quarterback,  wing- 
back  is  the  right  half,  and  tailback  is  the 
left  half.  On  a single  wing  to  the  right,  the 
blocking  back  lines  up  approximately  a yard 
behind  thd  line  of  scrimmage,  behind  the 
right  guard;  the  wingback  lines  up  about  a

yard  wide  of  the  right  end,  a yard  behind 
scrimmage,  and  the  tailback  lines  up  approx- 
imately five  yards  behind  the  center,  two 
yards  behind  the  fullback  who  is  at  his  right. 
On  a single  wing  to  the  left,  the  procedure 
is,  of  course,  reversed.

Satur- 
day, according  to  re- 
ports from  Laramie,  will 
probably  be  highly-touted 
Joe  Mastrogiovanni  at 
blocking  back,  Chick 
Magna  at  wingback, 
George  Galuska  at  full- 
back, and  either  Jim 
Crawford,  Jerry  Lester, 
or  Pete  Kutches  at  tail- 
Mastrogiovanni  back.

Wyoming  has  a hard  running  backfield 


with  .xiepth.  The  versatile  Mastrogiovanni 
played  tailback  last  season  in  leading  the 
Pokes  to  third  place  in  the  league,  but  this 
season  Dickens  has  shifted  him  to  blocking 
back.  Mastro  calls  plays. 

Cowboy  Joe  also  has  a talented  toe,  hav- 
ing booted  two  Wyoming  victories  with  last 
minute  field  goals  that  beat,  Denver,  23-21, 
and  New  Mexico,  9-7. 

Utah  has  been  the  only  team  to  topple 
Wyoming,  on  a 14-7  upset  at  Laramie  three 
weeks  ago. 

BYU  on  the  other  hand,  is  preparing  to 
close  another  last  place  season.  The  Cougars 
have  had  trouble  making  things  click  and 
have  won  only  one  game.  The  Brighams 
toppled  Montana,  19-7,  at  Homecoming  Oct. 
23. 

Coach  Chick  Atkinson  has  since  been  un- 
able to  keep  the  fire  going  under  his  gladia- 
tors. They  subsequently  lost  to  Utah  State, 
45-13,  and  Denver,  20-0.  However,  the  Brig- 
hams have,  at  times,  shown  signs  of  coming 
off  the  floor  and  might  do  it  in  their  last 
home  game  Saturday.

BYU  Gagers 
Lead  Nation 
In  Mileage 

For  the  second  straight  year 
Brigha  mYoung  has  led  the  na- 
tion’s college  basketball  team  in 
miles  traveled  during  a hoop 
season. 

According  to  figures  published 
in  the  1954  Converse  Basketball 
Year  Book,  the  Cougars,  under 
Coach  Stan  Watts,  traveled  a 
total  of  18,500  miles  to  win  the 
title,  “the  most  traveled  college 
cage  team  in  the  nation.” 

Actually  the  Cougars  toured 
coast-to-coast  in  meeting  15  away- 
from-home  opponents  in  1954. 
Their  junkets  included  two  na- 
tional tournaments,  the  Holiday 
Festival  and  the  National  Invita- 
tional Tournament,  both  in  New 
York. 

Four  other  Skyline  teams  were 
listed  among  the  traveled  teams. 
They  include  Utah,  sixth,  14,779; 
Wyoming,  eighth,  13,000;  Utah 
State,  11th,  12,000;  and  Colorado 
A&M,  16th,  10,200. 

Converse  also  listed  the  Cou- 
gars among  the  top  teams  in  sea- 
son attendance  figures.  The 
Wattsmen  played  before  an  es- 
• timated  182,848  fans  to  be  num- 
bered among  the  first  15  drawing 
teams  in  the  nation  last  year.

Dick  Imer,  Montana’s  speedy 
halfback  is  only  176  yards  away 
from  stacking  up  the  best  ball 
carrying  record1  in  the  Skyline 
Conference  since  1949  when  the 
commissioner’s  office  was  estab- 
lished and  statistics  recorded. 

The  Skyline  Commissioner’s  of- 
fice has  released  figures  that 
show  Imer  gained  704  yards  in 
the  seven  games  the  Grizzlies 
have  played.

Colorado  A&M’s  Gary  Glick 
took  over  as  the  league’s  num- 
ber one  passer,  moving  ahead  of 
Denver’s  Rusty  Fairly.  Glick,  who 
chalked  up  a marvelous  perfor- 
mance as  the  Rams  nosed  out 
Utah,  has  570  yards  gained  on 
38  pass  completions.  In  third 
place  is  Dave  Dungan  of  Utah. 

No  other  changes  occurred  in 
the  leadership  of  various  depart- 
ments. Larry  Ross,  Denver  end, 
is  still  at  the  top  of  the  pass 
receivers;  Fred  Tesone,  Denver 
halfback,  head's  the  punt  return- 
ers; New  Mexico’s  A.  L.  Terpen- 
ing,  leads  the  punters  and 'Fairly 
is  on  top  among  the  scorers.
